CtiiCAdO, July lUce war terror
and- - bloodshed had abated
after five days and nights of rioting,

but dontlnued to occur spo-

radically notwithstanding tori of
6.S00 State troops and thousands of
policemen were on Actlyo duty in the
Spilth 6ld pegro quarters.

Threo, negroes died to-d- of bullet
wounds, making the .official Corrected
death list 32, of whom. II wero ne-
groes. Only orie of tho three was shot

y, though a: dozen Or mora mem-

bers of both races were wounded in
the scattered disturbances, most of
them- - of' a minor character,

In the downtown district ht a
crowd of white men attacked and' se
verely beat a negro who was on 'his
wa homo from work. The police res
cued the negro and ho was sent homo
in a patrol wagon. Thero was no
thootlng by troops, who were ordered
on tho streets last night by Gov,

'Frank O. Lowden on the request of
Mayor William Halo Thompson.

The-- negro area was comparatively
quiet The presence of the
troops apparently had calmed tho ne-

groes' fearsrand had had a salutary
effect on disturbing elements among
both whites and blacks. Tho troops
were well distributed and the military
machinery was running smoothly.

Food la Itniheil to Negroes,
Food supplies were rushed into the

negro sections by cooperation of th,o

Wholesale Grocers' Association; the
police and the troops. The black belt
remained a barred zone where 'whites
might not enter, and even the guarded
trucks of groceries were driven only
to the "dead line" by white chauffeurs.
who then were relieved by negro driv,
crs under police escort.'

Many of the poorer negroes were re
ported In dire need of food and without
funds.- - To-da- y was payday at the stock
yards, but negroes feared to go there to
draw their wages. Thousands of negroes
have not attempted to go to work all
week.

Among disorders only two In

volved any considerable number of per.

sons. Several hundred whites in search
of four negroes who had hidden in the
stockyards were driven off by militia-
men with lowered bayonets after the
white Had demanded that the blacks be

delivered to them. No casualties re
suited.

Afcout 400 white meriteat one of thru
negroes severely at Forty-sevent- h street
and Vlncennes avenue this afternoon.
The two others, both armed, escaped
after firing a few shots. No whites
were wounded.

A negro was beaten by five white men
at State and Twentieth streets

Two of the negroes who died y

were found unconscious on the West
Bide, far from the South Side negro sec-

tion.
Mayor Thompson, In spite of a de-

crease In violence, asked the City Coun-
cil y for 2,000 additional perman-
ent policemen. The council took' no
definite action, however, because the
chairman of the finance committee said
he was unable to say where funds to
pay the men could be found. Chief Oar-rlt- y

announced that 1.S00 special police-
men would go on duty .

Plan Made 1q Fix Ttlnme.
With the lessening of violence, public

officials became more active In Investi-
gation of the riots and their causes.,
Attorney-Gener- al Brundage and State's
Attorney Hoyne are cooperating In ob-

taining evidence for a grand jury Inves-
tigation. Doth officials say many
persons of both races will be punished
and the death penalty Is virtually cer-

tain to be sought.
Mr. Hoyne announced that much evi

dence had been offered to-d-ay from negro
sources. One negro blamed members of
his own race, while another blamed
whites. Others went back months ago
to shootings and bomb explosions in
seeking to give the county prosecutor
an idea of the causes leading up to the
riots.

The aldermen In the council meeting
to-d- Introduced numerous resolutions.
calling on Gov. Lowden, Mayor Thomp
son and the chiefs of the police and the
tire departments for Information as to
casualties, cost of suppressing disorders.
extent of carrying weapons and other
matters. One resolution called for the
licensing of persons to carry sweapons.

"No- action was taken and the council
adjourned until fall over the protest of
a minority.

After a tour of the riot areas to
night Gov. Lowden said he waa greatly
impressed with the mastery of the situ
ation maintained by the police and the
military.

"I do not mean that tho trouble Is
entirely over," the Governor added
"but It appears that the situation 1

controlled at the present.
"No outbreaks occurred during the

tour, and while were on the
streets In large numbers, the neighbor
hoods were quiet nnd In some places
the policemen were snatching a little

TWO PREVENT RACE
RIOT IN PITTSBURG

Detectives Capture Negroes
as They Buy Guns.
Special DttpateS la Tns Sen.

PtrrsBUftO, July 31. An Incipient
race riot was ended to-d- here when
two city detectives held off a gang of
negroes while two Chicago negro, I.
R. Mlnnls. and D. MaaOn, Pullman por-
ters, were hurried to the police station
after being taken Into custody. The
two negroes were arrested on Wyll
avenue, in the Hill district, Pittsburg's
black belt. Just as they emerged from a
hardware store, where they had pur
chased automatic pistols and almost
1,000 rounds of ammunition.

When arrested both men Immediately
attacked the detectives and endeavored
to escape. Immediately a crowd of
negrbe hurried to the aid of the pris
oners. "

After be nr lodged In Central station
Mlnnls and Mason were Questioned, but
neither would state their reason ror
having the guns and ammunition In
their possession other than to say that
they wer going back to Chicago and
wanted to be able to orotect themselves
and their families there against the
Whites.

Shop "Workers Want More Pay
Brotherhoods SecTi Liv

Bptcial Ditpatch la Tns Sex.
Washington, July 31. A further wage

Increase for the railroad men of the
country, unless the cost of living takes
a tumble. Is regarded as likely. It be
came known to-d- that Director-Ge- n

eral of Railroads Hlnes Is more or less
In- - sympathy with the railroad wage
earners, some of whom are demanding
an lncrtase while others are demanding
that tho Administration bring the cost
of living down as the best solution of
the wage question. .

The shop employees, 540,000 strong,
want a wage Increase. Their repre
sentatlves have been conferring with
th Director-Gener- al for days, and they
declare a wage Increase Is Imperative to
meet conditions and settle unrest

Reports of the brotherhoods who ap
peared yesterday would rather have the
living coet brought down to meet wages
to stop tne everlasting pyramiding.

Tho shopmen have been granted their
demand for a national agreement as to
working conditions, but the Director-Gener- al

announced to them that tho
wage decision would have to be delayed.
He frankly admitted that living costs
were rapidly rising and It Is understood
he only withheld decision to wait upon
the result of administrative efforts to
bring the high cost of living down a peg.

Representatives of the men nave
agreed to wait upon the decision and
have sent messages to the six crafts
they represent to stay at work pending
a decision.

If he
aid no), think It right for the United
uiaies to take the lead in saving these
distressed nations.

I think we should help them all we

"I feel that we should not assume tre-
mendous responsibilities, new to our tra
ditions and policies, without at least hav-
ing It made clear, so far as possible.
what these responsibilities are. We must
not' make a false start. Whatever we
agrto to do we must do. Certainly If the
language In certain articles of the treaty
Is not clear or Is subject to various in.
terpretatlons, now Is the time to record
our Interpretation anw understanding.
This Interpretation should be made In
Washington by Americans and not In
Oeneva by other nations, no matter how
atmarently friendly."

"(1) Many Christian nennlA turret
ihat this treaty, unlike other great
treaties, contains no reference to th
Deity. An amendment May be reported
appealing to the supreme ruler ot the
Universe to Justify this treaty by Its
fruits. It fUch an amendment It of-

fered t shall vote for It It a member
of the Senate would you vote with me?
The heathen And the infidel would vote
against us.

"(I) An amendment may be reported
to prohibit the International shipment
ot whiskey and other Intoxicating bev-
erages. This Is the first .oh&nce we
have ever had l( may be the last chance
wn will ever have to put an end to this
accursed trafflo among the Christianized
nations of the earth, it such an amend-
ment Is offered I shall vote for It-- If
a member of the Senate would you vote
with hie? Of course the .bootlegger
would vote against Us.") If the provision remains In the
treaty creating an International bureau
of labor an amendment may be re
ported establishing an intternatlonal
bureau of agriculture. If this, be done
I shall vote for It Would you vole
with me? Doubtless the shylocks. the
profiteers would vote against the men
who feed and clothe the world.

"(4) Article X binds us to defend
the existing boundary tine Of every
nation on the glob which Joins the
league. Under Article XVI we agree In
advance that certain acts bn the part of,
otner countries snail automatically piace
us in a state of war without any otner
action on the part of our CofigrifS or
people. Our boys are dying to-d- in an
undeclared war against Russia.

Wonld Close Slnnithter Pen.
"The old world ha been a slaughter

pen for more than forty centuries. Is It
Certain that we can put an end to wars
and rumors ot war In a single day?
An amendment may be reported to give
people of this and other countries the
right to an advisory vote on the question
of peace or war. Is not that the best
way to deprive Kings and Kaisers and
Czacs of the power to plunge the world
Into an ocean of blood? It Istthe best
way to prevent and It Is the only way
to democratise war. If such an amend-
ment be reported I shell vote for It

'If I could secure or ssslst In secur
ing such a provision I would retire from
public life conscious that I had rendered
a great service to my country and to
my kind. Would ypu vote against such
an amendment? Would you dny the
fathers and the mothers, would you deny
the boys themselves who must suffer
and bleed and die the right to pronounce
Judgment as to the necessity of a pro
posed war? Is not the voice of the peo
ple the nearest approach to the voice
of God? Such an amendment would bo
opposed by the Krupps, the munition
mongers who sit like vultures upon the
trea of life..

"Would you vote against making our
right to Withdraw so clear that we
could not become Involved In a bloody
war like that of the soccss'.m? Would
you vote, to make our control of Im
migration and the Monroe Doctrine so
distinct that the wayfarer could not
misunderstand It? Would you vote
against a distinct declaration of Amcr
lean Independence and American sov-
ereignty b ught and baptized with the
best blood of our fathers? Such amend
ments would be opposed by tho Inter
nationalists and by the Bolshevik!.

"I know that you are too good an
American to tear down the Stars and
Stripes, to furl the flag that makes us
free. If the report of the Presbyterian
Council Is to be credited, Christian mis-
sionaries are y being murdered by
the Japanese In Corea. the congrega
tions butchered, men scared with red
hot Irons and women forced to take the
rltne4s stand naked.
